The Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare spent an additional 
SKX),(XX) to S2(X).(XX) the exact amount is unknown- 
studying the above ED A study It has been called, and 
rightly so, one more example of the wastefulness that 
the American taxpayer is being subjected to these 
days. 
There are other things the government finds to 
spend tax dollars on in studies. The l\S. Army spent 
565.(XX) to learn that bricks and tile in the ceiling of the 
National W ar College were falling out. then paying 
another 52 million to repair the ceiling 
Such is the waste of taxpayers money. But the 
bureacratic blunders are not limited to wasting tax 
money on unimportant things 
They also waste 
money on important things that have been beneficial 
over the years. 
For instance, over 35,(XX) cataract victims have had 
their sight restored by plastic "intraocular" lens

Dear Mr V. 
To simplify the workings of 


such a delicate mechanism is 
always a challenge. Let’s try. 
When rays of light enter the 


eye from all directions, they 
pass through the opening of the 
lens of the eye. 
These rays form an image on 


the retina of the eye. The retina 
is the highly sensitive inner 
lining of the back of the eyeball. 
When these light waves hit the 


retina, they are converted into 
electrical 
waves 
and 
are 


carried to the brain. 
Now, by experience, a person 


learns to recognize an image 
and differentiates between a 
house, a human, an animal or a 
bicycle or any of the many 
unages we see daily. 
Nearsightedness, or myopia, 


results 
when 
the 
eyeball 


becomes less round, oval­ 
shaped and elongated. Now the 
light rays strike in front of the 
retina rather than directly on it. 
This produces disturbance of 
vision. 
In nearsightedness vision is 


better for near objects than for 
distant objects. 
F a r s i g h t e d n e s s , 
or 


hyperopia, is a condition in 
which the eyeball is less round, 


too, and elongated rn an up-and- 
down position. Consequently, 
the light rays passing through 
the lens hit slightly beyond the 
retina. 
With this disorder, vision is 


better for distant images than it 
is for near ones.

Israel’s military governor in the occupied 
Jordanian territory refused to let the body 
of 
lOyear-old Ali 
Hussein Afana out of 
Hadassah 
Hospital 
in nearby Jerusalem 
until the journalists left the village. 
Caught in the tug-of-war was Ali's family, 
which waited all day beside an empty 
wooden coffin for the body. 
Authorities finally ordered the press from 
Abu Dis, arranged a sparsely attended pre­ 
dawn 
funeral 
and 
seized 
a 
European 
television crew 
trying to film the body 
leaving Jerusalem The soundman reported 
being slapped by troops 
It was another chapter in 
the 
rocky 
relations between 
Israel 
and f o r e i g n 
correspondents covering the Jewish nation 
The government has sharply restricted the 
foreign press in recent months in the face of 
widespread Arab unrest of the West Bank 
and within Israel itself 
Armed troops have manhandled camera 
crews, 
confiscated 
film, 
a r r e s t e d 
correspondents and barred reporters from 
the scene of disturbances 
Correspondents 
with 
experience 
i n 
totalitarian 
countries 
said 
I s r a e l ' s 
restrictions 
surpass 
controls 
in 
p r e - 
Communist Indochina. Spain under the late 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco and much 
of Eastern Europe 
The government justifies the controls by 
saying the nation of 3.3 million is still in a 
state of war with its Arab neighbors and has 
to restrict the press to survive 
Justice .Minister Haim Zadok said Israel 
has limited freedom of the press "in the 
face of an even more basic principle 
The 
protection of the most vital interests of the 
state.” 
Israel's controls on the foreign press fall 
into two categories — censorship of outgoing 
dispatches and restrictions at the scene of 
antigovernment protests 
In addition, the government press office 
repeatedly hands out misleading, erroneous 
and incomplete reports on unrest among the 
400.000 Arabs in Israel and 650,000 on the 
West Bank. 
Recently the press office insisted a slain 
Arab demonstrator was only wounded in the 
West Bank town of Nablus hours after news 
agencies transmitted photos of his body 
around the world 


Government censors read out all stories, 
including this one, sent out of Israel and 
interrupt the transmission of any “ likely to

Business Today 
Scrap Iron Waste

N EW YO R K (U F I) — A 30 per cent 
plunge in scrap iron prices last year poses 
something of a threat to the U S. economy, 
says Dr Herschel Cutler, executive director 
of the Institute of Scrap Iron 
& Steel, 
Washington 


Purchases of scrap iron and steel tumbled 
28 per cent or 14 2 million tons to 37.1 
million tons last year 
At the same time, 
output of virgin iron ore in the United States 
dropped 3 per cent but imports of foreign 
ore fell only 2 per cent from the record level 
of 1974 


Culler called this most unfortunate. “ If 
the United States is to conserve and recover 
resources, 
something 
must 
be 
done 
to 
done to expand the market for scrap iron and 
steel," he said 
‘The United States has a big 
surplus of scrap iron and steel every year 
and ii makes little sense to keep on using up 
so much virgin domestic ore and importing 
so much expensive foreign ore, while the 
scrap goes unused " 
Despite the obvious fact that the nation's 
natural resources are dwindling and there is 
plenty of scrap iron available, the scrap iron 
industry has a history of boom and bust 
cycles and 
a 
perilous existence for its 
dealers. Cutler’ said 


The 
recycling 
of 
cans 
and 
j u n k 
automobiles, while desirable, does a great 
deal 
less 
than most people 
imagine to 
increase *he overall utilization of scrap, he 
said 
In tact, it may not increase overall 
utilization to any measurable degree 
just 
substitute one kind of scrap for another 
What is needed, he said, is to get rid of 
certain freight and tax advantages that long 
established legal and a d m i n i s t r a t i v e 
measures and industry customs give to 
virgin ore which encourage its use instead ol 
scrap 


The tax advantages are enjoyed by the ore 
mining 
industry 
Associations 
of 
scrap 
dealers have campaigned in vain for some 
kind of tax relief for their business that will 
make scrap more competitive with virgin 
ore 


The freight rate advantages enjoyed by 
virgin 
ore 
over 
scrap 
are 
even 
more 
important and are much less understood by 
the public, Cutler said 
“ The fact is, by the nature of the steel 
mill business, scrap iron necessarily is what 
rail experts call ‘captive traffic.’ There is no 
practical alternative to moving it by rail, for 
a complex variety of reasons.”

They always argue against cutting rates

The ore producers fight reforming the 
rates on scrap iron for a different reason. 
Cutler said 
“ Under our railway freight 
laws, 
once 
discrimination 
between

similar commodities is found to be a fact, 
the ICC has the option of lowering the rates 
on the commodity discriminated against or 
raising the rates on the other commodity. 
"The ore people fear in the case of scrap 
iron and virgin iron ore, the regulatory 
authorities would follow the line of least 
resistance and raise the rates on ore instead 
of cutting the rates on scrap " He said the 
excuse for doing so would be the precarious 
linancial condition of many of the nation’s 
railroads. 
But the U S will keep on wasting virgin 
ore and the scrap iron business will remain 
hazardous and frequently depressed until 
this Gordian knot is cut. he said

But now Brazil is the eighth 
largest producer of cars and 
trucks in the world and the 
greatest part of its almost one- 
million-unit annual production 
I goes to the rapidly expanding 
domestic market 


As a result a lot of relatively 
i inexperienced drivers are on 
the roads. 
Other officials are on record 
as blaming the problem on poor 
roads and corruption in driver 
instruction and testing

Through the 
tragic weeks when one tenth ol 
the city's population died, he 
had constantly at his side two 
Black men.

This special notice concerns a change in the Company’s 
general rules and regulations applicable to gas service, 
including restrictions, limitations, curtailments and priori­ 
ties of service to existing and new structures effective 
May 5, 1976. 


ON MAY 5, 1976 the Public Service Commission of Indiana approved 
changes in Indiana Gas Company's rules and regulations which be­ 
came effective that date. We would like for our customers and our 
potential customers to know about these changes and plan for them 
and to understand the reasons why they are necessary. 


CH ANGES NEEDED 
TO PRO TECT CU STO M ERS 
These changes resulted from the na­ 
tionwide shortage of natural gas. Since 
the Company has been receiving de­ 
clining volumes of natural gas from its 
interstate pipeline suppliers, the new 
rules are in the public interest as they 
authorize the Company to control its 
growth by putting certain limitations on 
new uses of gas for new and existing 
structures The purpose of these new 
changes is to provide continued pro­ 
tection of service to existing customers 
of Indiana Gas Company under current 
gas supply conditions The Company 
has not been adding large volume cus­ 
tomers for several years 


TO KEEP YOU INFORMED 
To keep you informed, a news release 
was previously issued to media in the 
territory served by Indiana Gas follow­ 
ing Commission approval of changes 
in the Company's general rules and 
regulations In addition, this special an­ 
nouncement highlights some of the 
specific changes and requirements A 
copy of the new rules is available for 
your inspection at all Indiana Gas Com­ 
pany offices, and personnel at your 
local office will be happy to answer 
your specific questions concerning gas 
service, main extension refund policies, 
and other details under tho new rules, 
including the following: 


CHANGES REGARDING G A S 
SERVICE TO EXISTING 
STRU CTU RES 
For existing structures located on exist­ 
ing gas distribution mains, approved 


applications on hand for gas for space 
heating, air conditioning, swimming 
pool heating, and gas lighting services 
at the date of the PSC I approval (May 
5) will be processed by the Company 
provided that the gas equipment is 
completely Installed within 30 days from 
date of PSC I approval of the new rules 
and regulations (by June 4, 1976) and 
the total connected load does not ex­ 
ceed 420 cubic feet per hour Applica­ 
tions received after May 5, or cases 
where the installation deadline cannot 
be met, will be held for future consider­ 
ation. 


CH ANGES REGARDING G AS 
SERVICE TO NEW 
STR U CT U R ES 
For new residential and small commer­ 
cial structures located on existing gas 
distribution mains, or located where a 
main will be completed in accordance 
with a main extension deposit previ­ 
ously received, the Company will con­ 
tinue to accept applications for space 
heating and other uses to and includ­ 
ing July 31, 1976 The revised rules 
further provide that the total co n ­ 
nected load shall not exceed 420 cubic 
feet per hour and that the gas equip­ 
ment be completely installed in the 
new structure prior to November 1,1976 
These provisions will permit builders a 
reasonable time to complete work in 
progress, lf installation of the equip­ 
ment is not completed by the above 
date, the application will then be held 
for future consideration. The new rules 
and regulations also define the Com­ 
pany's main extension deposit refund 
policy as required by the PSC I Order. 


THE COMPANY WILL CONTINUE TO PROVIDE new service to applicants for 
such uses as cooking, water heating, clothes drying, and incineration in both new 
and existing structures, however, the total load must not exceed 420 cubic feet 
per hour. Provision is made for normal replacement of all existing gas appliances 
and equipment
